Ohio and other eastern wine 
fakers, foiled in their attempt to ruin 
the California pure wine industry 
with the Pomerene amendment, 
which was ignominiously beaten, will 
soon be in hot water at the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

California competitors, drew atten- 
tion of the Pure Food Board to their 
methods of manufacturing wine“ 
out of sugar, water and grape skins. 
Their activities have bad a bad flare- 
back for them, and very probably it 
will not be long before the Pure Food 
Board forces them to truthfully label 
every gallon of their fake wines. 

Today Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston, following application for 
a modification or suspension of food 
Inspection decision No. 120, which 
relates to labeling of Ohio and Mis- 
souri wines, announced he will hold 
@ public hearing at the deportment 
on November 5. 

All wine makers and grape 
and other interested parties are in- 
vited to present such arguments and 
testimony as they may see fit, either 
for or against food inspection deci- 
sion No. 120, or for or against food 
inspection decision No. 109, which 
also affects labeling of wines. Those 
unable to attend in person may sub- 
mit written statements. 


DECISION NO, 109. 


. wag inspection decision No. 109 
es: 

“The board is of the opinion that 
the term ‘wine’ Without modification 
is an appropriate name solely for the 
product made from normal alcoholic 
fermentation of the juice of sound, 
ripe grapes, without addition or ab- 
straction, either prior or subsequent 
to fermentation, except as such may 
occur in the usual cellar treatment 
for clarifying and aging. The addi- 
tion of water or sugar, or both, to 
the must prior to fermentation is 
considered improper, and a product 
so treated should not be lled 
‘wine’ without further characteriz- 


ing it. A fermented beverage pre- 


pared from grape must by addition 
of sugar would properly be called a 
‘sugar wine’ or the product may be 
labeled in such fashion as to clearly 
indicate that it is not made from un- 
treated must. but with the addition 
of sugar. In the opinion of the 
board no beverage can be made from

BUILDED ENGLAND'S TELE- 
GRAPH SYSTEM IN AFRICA. 

Sir James Sivewright, Knighted by 
Late Queen Victoria and Whose 
Opposition to Great Britain's 
Transvaal Policy Resulted in His 
Retirement—Rides Burros. 


Builder of England's telégraph sys- 
tem in South Africa and of the first 
1000 miles of the Cape-to-Caire Rail- 
road, friend of Cecil Rhodes and 
recipient of many titles and honors, 
the honorable Sir James Sivewright 
arrived at the Alexandria yesterday 
on a leisurely tour of California. At 
64 years of age, Sir James says he en- 
joys riding the burros and other 
favorite stunts of the tourists. 

The visitor's estate Is Tullillan, near 
the village of Kincardine-on-Forth, 
Scotiand. Forty years ago he was 
joint author with Sir William Henry 
Preece of a text-book on telegraphy 
that is still recognized as a standard 
in Great Britan. In 1877 he was ap- 
pointed by the British government to 
construct a telegraph system kor 
South Africa. Later he was appointed 
Commissioner of Crown Lands and | 
Public Works and Administrator of 
Rallroads in South Africa. 

In appreciation of his services in 
South Africa, Queen Victoria knighted 
him in 1892. Sir James's opposition 
to the Boer War caused him to retire 
from public life. He had been in the 
Active service of Great Britain in 
South Africa for twenty years. 

“I first met Cecil Rhodes when he

THROUGH FREIGHT RATES 
TO MAKE HARBOR BOOM. 


California Terminal Lines Expected to Establish New 
Basis for Traffic to Orient Today — Change Would 
Divert Great Bulk of Profitable Business from Other 
Routes to Port of Los Ange les. 


ORTUITOUS circumstances which 
F will unlock this harbor te an 
opulency of opportunities, will 
have their denouement today with the 
expected announcement by the Call- 
fornia terminal lines of through rail- 
and-water rates to the Orient. 

This announcement, according to 
traffic men, will mean that a vast bulk 
of revenue-producing business, now 
moving from the Middle West and the 
Gulf States through the Suez Canal, 
will be diverted, through the opera- 
tion of lowered’ rates, to outlet 
through this port, San Diego and San 
Francisco. 


That it spells prosperity is self- 
evident, for more harbor ‘tonnage 
means more ships, more stevedores, 
more money for wharfage and hand- 
ling; more than all, money for mer- 
chants in the provisioning of outbound 
vessels. This last averages, accord- 
ing to the maritime charts, $5000 a

The through oriental rates were 
ey withdrawn, with the re- 
sult that the Canadian Pacific gobbled 
up about all the through oriental 
business which eastern seaports did 
not absorb. Many railroad men 
lieve that the prosperity of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific the past six years re- 
sulted from its participation in the 
through oriental business. 

As time passed and the Canadian 
Pacific’s prosperity e increas- 
ingly apparent——but more because the 
railroad heads had become used to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission's 
dictates—the Great Northern and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
promulgated through oriental rates of 
their own, the second with the Osaka 
Shosen Kaisha as participating car- 
rier. estern Pacific follawed 
suit, with the Tayo Kisen Kaisha as its 
water connection. 

ENORMOUS SHIPMENTS. 

The result was that the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul in two years 
handied more than 200,000 bales of 
cotton under Dilling to Japan; the 
Western Pacific in two shipments in- 
bound handled more than $500,000 
worth of silk. Great outbound ‘ship- 
ments of flour, machinery and ginseng 
were handled by these roads, and heavy 
inbound shipments of matting, curios 
and other products of the Far East.

New Denatured Alcohol Lew Will 

In the opinion of Collector Carter 
of this internal revenue district the 
new tariff law will be of especial 
benefit and profit to ranchers and fruit 
growers of Southern California, by 
reason of the modification of the laws 
relating to denatured alcohol. 

It permits the manufacturer of such 
Alcohol, not to be used for drinking 
purposes or for the making of, patent 
medicine, the restrictions regarding 
stills being either abolished or modi- 
fied so as to free the-manufacture of 
such alcohol from the strict rules that 
have heretofore prevailed. 

Under the regulations of the United 
States Treasury Department it can de 
made on any farm or fruit ranch from 
the fruit that under ordinary circum- 
stances goes to waste. It will permit 
the preparation of cheap fuel for 
cooking, alcohol engines, the lighting 
of farmhouses, etc. The collector is of 
the opinion that the new law will be 
of great value to fruit growers.

NEW CONCERN TO OPERATE 
EIGHT SHIPS REGUDARLY. 


Convinced that the opening of the 
Panama Canal will offer unexampled 
trade opportunities, John L. Emery 
& Co., Inc., of Boston, one of the old- 
est ship-brokerage concerns in the 
country, have organized a subsidiary 
concern known as the Emery Steam- 
ship Company, to furnish bulk-cargo 
service between Boston and this port 
following the opening of ‘the big 
ditch. 

This announcement was contained 
in a letter received yesterday by the 
Chamber of Commerce bespeaking the 
good offices of that organtzation in 
the entertainment of Ralph C. Emery, 
treasurer, and Harris Livermore, gen- 
eral manager of the company, who 
left Boston Saturday for this city. 
These men are coming West to in- 
vestigate freight-carrying opportuni- 
tles in this city, San Francisco, Port- 
land and Seattle, 

The new concern, which will be of- 
ficially known as the Boston-Pacific 
Line, will operate eight vessels under 
fortnightly schedules. Two of these.

This team had gathered to- 
gether such an aggregation of heavy 
forwards that to save opposing .scrums 
from complete anhihilation they were 
forced to reduce the weight in the 
scrum. Accordingly they took one 
man out, and not knowing just where 
to put him, let him play along side 
of the pack. It was found that he 
could do some mighty effective work 
ih this position, but it was not re- 
garded as “quite the thing, y'know” 
and few teams took it up. 

The New Zealanders are the pion- 
eers of real wing-forward play. They 
not only developed that player's posi- 
tion, but they are the first to use a 
scientific scrum. In fact, they are the 
originators of the brand of Rugby 
now played on the Coast, and to them 
should be given credit for not only 
making the game interesting for

POR EFFICIENCY. 

Instead of the unweildy eight-man 
pack of the English game, where a 
man lined up in the scrum in any 
convenient position and where the ball 
was likely to come out anywhere, they 
built a ecrum out of specialists.

ISTERS DOUBT 
THE SIGNATURE. 


RELIEVE BROTHER WRONG- 
FUILY COLLECTED MONEY. 


Amount of Note Ordered Paid Into 
Court Within Five Days for Ad- 


The suit of W. A. Strong, son of the 
late A. F. M. Strong, whose $250,000 
estate is in course of administration, 
Against Pearl and Fred A. Owen to 
foreclose on a mortgage covered by a 
note assigned to him for $1100. took 
a new turn yesterday when Judge 
Shenk allowed Strong's sisters, Alice 
B. and Hattie Strong, to interplead 
and ordered that the $1100 be paid 
into court within five days. 

The sisters filed an affidavit, giving 
notice through Gibson, Dunn & 
Crutcher, that the assignment of the 
note from father to son was, they 
claimed, a forgery; that the money 
belonged to the estate of A. F. M. 
Strong and ought to be pald to the 
estate and not to W. A. Strong in- 
dividually. Strong denies the allega- 
tion and sets out that the Owens rec- 
ognized him as the lawful owner and 
holder of the note and that interest 
was paid to him. He further alleges 
that he offered to indemnify the Owens 
from loss by reason of the payment 
to him. 

The note was made by the Owens, 
July 8, 1909. It was executed to A. 
F. M. Strong and was payable four 
years from date. The note bears the 
indorsement, “Los Angeles, August 3, 
1909. Without recourse to me pay to 
Will A. Strong or order.” It is signed 
A. F. M. Strong. The note is secured 
by a mortgage covering property in 
the George Dalton, Sr., tract. 

The attempt to collect this money 
for the estate follows the petition of 
the sisters for the removal of their 
brother as administrator. He was ap- 
pointed March 24, 1912. It was stated 
at that time that among the assets 
was the Owens note and that June 12, 
last, W. A. Strong made an assign- 
ment of the mortgage to himself. 

It was also stated that after an 
examination of the signature of A. F. 
M. Strong on the assignment, the 
opinion was reached on information 
and belief that the signature was 
never made by A. F. M. Strong, but 
made by some person since the lat- 
ters death, which was on February 
24, last. The sisters lost their fight to 
oust their brother in the Probate 
Court and they are now carrying the 
battle into another court.
